CIA Director Adm. Stansfield Turner 
[interview, May 16 issue] played down 
the importance of the Soviet Union as 
the single most deadly threat that this 
country—or actually mankind—has yet 
to comprehend. 

His view that the Soviets “have shown 
a rational, sensible approach to the nu- 
clear-weapons problem—a_ willingness 
to negotiate SALT-type agreements” is
